Hoard of Health. 


Tho regular monthly meeting of the Board 


of Health was hold on last Monday, in the 
office of tho president, there being present 
Dr. H. Pursell, president; Wilson Randall 
and Albert Loechner members; Jesse 0. 
Thomas, secretary, and John W. Wilkinson 
health officer. 


The secretary's report showed that during 


the month of April there were 11 deaths in 
the borough from the following causes : two 
from heart disease and one each from gastro- 
intestinal catarrh, rheumatism and angina 
poctoris, tubercular meningitis, pneumonia, 
convulsions, inanition, consumption, conges- 
tion of brain, and premature birth. For the 
corresponding month of last year there were 
the same number of deaths. 
Two cases of 


typhoid fever were reported during the 
month, and there were no other cases of 
contagious or communicable diseases. Phy- 
sicians reported 12 births and clergymen 
five marriages. 


The health officer reported that during 


the month of April two nuisances had been 
reported and abated. 


The health oflicer was instructed to make 


his annual tour to inquire and investigate 
into the sanitary condition of all houses in 
the borough.

and ordered paid, and the board then ad- 
journed.

The Rotation System. 


Tho Philadelphia Manufacturer contains 


some very sensible comments on the situation 
in the Seventh district, which should be read 
and pondered by every voter. It says: 


There is an old custom in the district that 


a man from one county may have two terms 
in Congress, and shall then retire in favor 
of a man from the other county. It is now 
the "turn" of Bucks, and the people are 
much excited because the incumbent, who is 
from Montgomery county, has a longing to 
take still another turn for himself. 
The 


condition may serve to show how far away 
we have drifted from sound theory concern- 
ing such matters. Tho theory is that the 
people will select the man who seems to 
them the most fit and capable, and send him 
to Washington to speak for them solely be- 
cause he is well equipped for the business. 
The practice is to set aside a representative 
just as he has gained some experience and 
to give the nomination to the man in the 
adjoining county who can make the best 
scramble for it. The line between the two 
divisions of the district is an imaginary one, 
but the most sagacious citizen of the region, 
living in Montgomery twenty feet from the 
line, would be disqualified for nomination if 
Backs is entitled to a "turn," and he would 
be compelled to give way, perhaps to a 
particularly stupid man living twenty feet 
from the line on the other side, if the stupid 
man could commend, himself to the conven- 
tion. It is a queer system of politics. One 
would think that judicious persons would 
care more for efficient service in the House 
than for maintenance of county rights, but 
this is not tk« case. The place of residence 
of the aspirant is regarded as far more im- 
portant than the degree of his brain power.

Training may 
be lightly spoken of, and even treated with 
derision by thoughtless people, but its high 
importance and inherent worth touching ra- 
the affairs of practical life cannot be wisely 
ignored. Experience may be idly bandied 
on the lips of levity, but its great weight as 
an essential factor in every department of 
business, public as well as private, cannot 
thus be set aside as though it were of trivial 
consequence. 
Training and experience are 


the true secrets of efficiency. All reflective 
people recognize their solid worth. 
True 


and good Republicans are too good and too 
true to turn on them the feeble rays of scorn. 


Let judgment and practical wisdom have 


unhindered sway in discussing the question 
of selecting a candidate for the Seventh Con- 
gressional District, without being warped 
and dwarfed by that sentimental form of 
politics which derives its inspiration from 
the restrictions of a county line.

Assessors Making lists of School Children 


The assessors throughout Bucks county 


are at the present time busily engaged in 
making lists of children between the ages of 
8 and 13 years in their respective districts, 
under the provisions of the compulsory edu- 
cation law. 
In each instance the assessor is 


required to take the name of the child, the 
age, sex aud color, as well as whether or not 
he or she is in charge of parent, guardian or 
other person.' At the next assessment they 
will also be obliged to-note how many chil- 
dren are regularly employed in cases of 
prolonged absence, together with the causes 
of non-attendance, and the number of weeks 
at school during the year. 
The new law

Bucks, not the whole county, had been at- 
tached to Montgomery county to form tho 
Seventh Congressional District. This form- 
ation under the laws of the State was to con- 
tinue ten years. 


When the committee which adopted the 


-..I- :.. i«74 mot. they had no right to act for 
any other period or tmiu tuuu £.«.; «» • ^ v>a 
by the then apportionment,which was for ten 
years. This they did by dividing eight years 
of tho ten equally between the two counties. 
At that tim« Montgomery county was Derno- 
cr itic while the portion of Bucks attached to 
Montgomery was strongly Republican and 
in.idc the district Republican in politics. The 
population of Montgomery was very much 
laigcr than that of tho portion of U licks at- 
tached to Montgomery, and the fact that the 
majority to carry the district was to come 
from Bucks made such an allotment of time 
but fair and just; otherwise it would have 
b< en giving Bucks more than she was justly 
entitled to. 


Montgomery furnished the candidate in 


1H74 and 1870, and in 1878 and 1880 Judge 
O'idshalk was nominated and elected. In 
1H82 Judge Godslmlk was a candidate for re- 
nomination, and for a third term. I was one 
of his ardent supporters and in fact led his 
forces in the convention held at Lansdalo, in 
1H82, and over which I presided. 


It will be remembered that this was the 


most exciting convention ever held in this 
district. The convention failed to nominate 
any one at its first meeting. Judge Godahalk 
continued to bo a candidate with a consider- 
able following during the whole of the first 
d ly's session of the convention and for some 
time during the second meeting, when he 
voluntarily withdrew.

To THE EDITOR OF THE REPOBUCAU :— 


The conference, held April 16, 1874, by rep- 
resentatives of the Seventh 
Congressional 


Jistrict, adopted the resolution, ''That the 
illotment of time to which each county shall 
be entitled to the candidate for Congress 
shall be two consecutive terms." It may 
not be improper for me, the chairman of said 
conference, to call attention to the fact that 
the resolution only referred to the four then 
next succeeding terms, the nominations for 
which were made in the years 1874, '76, '78 
and '80, and that it had no application there- 
after. 


Tho language of the resolution so climrly 


imits its application to two consecutive terms, 
for each county, that a gross error of expres- 
sion would have to be implied to extend the 
rule to anything beyond " two consecutive 
terms lo each county," of four terms in the 
vggregate. There is no room for the suppo- 
sition, that the author of tho resolution, Mr. 
Wills, the accomplished editor of the Herald, 
was unable to accurately express his thoughts 
in good English, and the attendant circum- 
stances being of a character that it was ac- 
cepted by the Conference as it had been by 
the public that there were but four terms 
with which the Conference had to deal. 


This allusion to ' ' attendant circumstances' ' 


will be understood by the consideration of 
the following facts : The Congressional ap. 
portionment of this State, following the cen- 
sus of 1850, was made May 1, 1852; the ap- 
portionment following the census of 1800 was 
made April 10, 1862; while that following 
the census of 1870 was not made until April 
28, 1873, and at the election 1872 three 
Congressmen were elected at large ia the 
State. 


It was accordingly assumed that the dis- 


tricts created by the Act of 1873 would only 
continue for the four remaining terms of the 
then apportionment, and no thought was 
given CO ur arrangement mada for ilia failure 
of an apportionment Act under the census of 
AOOO 4U tl.~v io* Uic olootiun in 
1662. 


For corroboration of this view, if corrobo- 


ration is necessary, reference may be made 
to the letter of Hon. William Godshalk, an 
honored representative of Bucks county, in 
1882, announcing his candidacy for a thirt 
nomination, in which he said: "There is 
no rule OT regulation of the party assigning 
the nominee to either county." 
When the 


conferees of the district met June 28, 1884 
Judge God^halk offered the following : — 


Resolved, 
That in view of the rule and 


practice that has heretofore existed in the 
selection of candidates for Congress by the 
Republicans of the Seventh District it is the 
opinion of this committee that the candidate 
should this year be conceded to the Bucks 
county portion of the district." 


The Norristown Daily Herald, of June 24 


1884, gives the following report of the further 
proceedings of this conference : " Mr. God 
shalk urged the adoption of his resolution 
Mr. Gilkeson of Bucks opposed it. 
The 


people of his section of the country were in 
terestod in retaining at Washington a man 
who was influential as a friend of protection 
They saw in Dr. Evans a member who guardcc 
well the interests of his constituency at large 
The yeas and nays being called the resolu 
tion was lost by a vote of 8 to 2, and the fol 
lowing resolution was offered and was uuani 
inously adopted : ' ' 


Resolved, That the question as to whio! 


county shall be entitled to the candidate fo 
Congress at this term be referred to the peo 
pie of the Seventh Congressional District fo 
a settlement." 


Observe, however, that nobody pretendei 


that the resolution of 1874 had any applica 
tion to the situation in 1884, and that Mr 
Gilkeson put his proposition upon the soli 
ground of Dr, Evans being influential a 
Washington as a friend of protection, wh 
guarded well the interests of his constituenc 
at large, and did not pretend that it accorde 
with any rule or practice. Whatever ma 
be inferred from the foregoing in respects t 
my attitude in the controversy respecting th 
nomination to be made this Fall, in the pres 
ent Seventh District, which was only create 
by the Act of Assembly, approved May 
1887, and had no existence prior to tha 
time, it is not the purpose of this commun 
cation to make an argument concerning th

In 1890 Mr. Wanger was the Republican 


candidate in the district and was defeated li; 
a small majority. The year 1890 was a hat 
one for the Republican party, as the Demo 
crats elected nine Congressmen from Pcnnsyl 
vunia, while now they have but two. In 1892 
Mr. Wanger was again nominated, and was 
elected. This gave him the candidacy for 
two terms, and if the rule of 1874 was 
still in force, Bucks county for the two fol 
lowing terms was entitled to the candidate. 


The plea that his defeat in 1890 entitled 


him-to n renomination in 1894 is not tenable 
att the 1874 rale distinctly says " the allot- 
ment of time to which each county shall be 
entitled to the candidate shall be two consecu- 
tive terras." Mr. Wanger had been the can- 
didate for two consecutive terms prior to 18D4, 
and under the rule of 1874, if in force.woule 
huve been inelegible for nomination for an- 
al her term, but yet he was unanimously re- 
nominated and elected, the Republicans in 
Bucks county as warmly supporting his nom- 
ination as did those in Montgomery county. 


Where were the champions of Bucks coun- 


ty 's rights, and the enforcement of the rule 
of 1874, at that time ? The rule of 1874 was 
not mentioned by them «md they all supported 
Mr. Wanger's nomination, thus deliberately 
sacrificing the right of Bucks county to the 
candidate if they then believed the rule ol 
1H74 was then in force. 


The facto are that no attempt has been 


made to enforce the rule of 1874 since 1880, 
and the Republicans of Bucks have done more 
in the past to ignore or disregard the rule ol 
1874 than have the Republicans of Mont- 
gomery county, and it now comes with an ill 
gi ace for the very men who have either openly 
violated or quietly submitted to the violation 
of the rule of 1874 to now so persistently in- 
sist upon its enforcement at this late day. 


I hove always believed in honesty in poli- 


tica, which has often caused me to be un- 
kindly treated by some of the .very men now 
raising this clamor, and it will be well for 
those members of the party if they will be 
more hoa«»t and consistent in this matter 
than they are showing themselves to be.

It is certainly de- 
sirable that juries should not be influenced 
by anything but tho evidence actually pre- 
sented, but it is well nigh impossible to 
exclude tho Influence arising from a Juror's 
personal knowledge of the parties or the 
locality concerned. 


It is conceivable, however, that a jtuor 


might wish to visit the scene of this or any 
other aooidsnt, not to get evidence of Us 
own, 
but for the purpose of acquiring to- 


pogrnphloal knowledge that would enable 
him to understand clearly the testimony of 
witnesses. Would that bo an excuse for a 
mistrial, or would the fact of a juror un- 
intentionally passing such a place be good 
grounds for stopping a trial?—Now York 
Tribune. 


Street Crowd* In Caracu. 


Ono of the features of the city of Cara- 


cas, Venezuela, that most strongly impress 
e« a foreigner is the rapidity with which a 
crowd gathers In the Btreeti. This is bent 
exemplified when some of the many wan- 
dering musicians, 
In whom Caracas 


abounds, prepare to give an Impromptu 
open air concert. Their first Dates no 
sooner echo through the neighborhood 
than there gathers to listen a vast throng 
that almoft block* up the thoroughfare. 
Tb» cobbler* and all the other tenants of 
the entries, having DO doors to open nor 
•tairu to descend, are on the spot almost 
imtonter. They eagerly drink In the music, 
but at the same time beam wary eye upon 
the lint* of the musicians and no sooner do 
they observe the slightest Indication that 
OM 1* about to be taken off for the pur- 
pose of taking up a collection by passing 
It around among the crowd than they dis- 
appear even more quickly than the; came. 


MARINE ETIQUETTE. 


An Elaborate Sjtotem of Salute* For CM 
u Oocukra Require*. 


Oscar Klansnman describes In The 


Chantmiqnan tho elaborate system of sa- 
lutes th« strict observance of which is in- 
stated upon in marine etiquette. The fol- 
lowing excerpt gives an idea of Its compli- 
cation : 


When a ship enters a strange port, it 


greets the flag of that country with a ga- 
Inte of ill guns, which is answered imme- 
diately from the shore, usually by the har- 
bor fort, or by a special shore battery. 
When foreign warships lie in the harbor, 
their national flag also Is saluted by the 
Incoming steamer and the salute is return- 
ed by the ships lying at anchor. When 
higher officials chance to bo on the other 
warnblp? In port, they, moreover, receive 
their salute above described, but the flag 
of an admiral Is saluted by a foreign war- 
ship only once In a year. 


But marine etiquette Is not exhausted at 


shooting. When a warship enters a har- 
bor, immediately upon its arrival It makes 
a visit, through Its guard or pilot officer, 
on the other warships already lying In 
harbor or on the native squadron. During 
the entire sojourn in the harbor the strict- 
est attention must bo paid to marine eti- 
quette. When an admiral's ship lies in 
the harlior, all tho other warships adjust 
their flugs accordingly—that Is, at oven 
ing, with music, drumbeat and other mil- 
itary hunors, they lower their flag after 
the admiral's ship has first set the exam- 
ple. Likewise In tho morning they wait 
to raise their flags until tho admiral's ship 
has hoisted Its flag. 


Even In the national hymns which the 


orchestras of the ships play etiquette rules 
must be observed. For Instance, when a 
German warship enters a strange harbor 
where other ships are lying, Its music at 
noon, when, according to the old Interna 
tlonal custom, all the ship orchestras are 
assembled on thoir decks, always begins 
with thn national hymn of one of those 
states whose ships are present In tbo har 
bor. The order In which these national 
hymns fire played depends on the degree 
and rank of tho oldest officer among them
